The figures of births and deaths shown in this state- 
ment for the week ending the 30th July, 1949, re kite to If 8 
towns with an estimated population of 22,130 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 213 and their population is 
£5,943 thousands. Thus 79% of the total number of towns 
representing 85% of the total population is covered in 
this statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 13,834 and 8,291 representing birth 
and death rates of 32 '5 and 19-5 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(A) Indian Provinces , — The data here relate to 156 towns 
with an estimated population of 20,714 thousands. Informa- 
tion from Bihar and Assam could not be included. The total 
number of towns is 189 and their population is 23,320 thou. 
Bands. Thus 83% of the total number of towns represent- 
ing 89% of the total population is covered. The number 
of births and deaths recorded in thcEc towns were 12,908 


and 7,762 representing birth and death rates of 32 ’4 and 
19 '5 per thousand of the population respectively. The table 
at the ( nd gives the position by provinces : — 

Guddiyottom in Madras was the only town which xocor- 
ded a high death rate of 64 8 per thousand of tho population. 
This high death rale was mainly due to the large no ml er of 
deaths from cholera. 

(B) Unions and Stalest The data hero relate 
to 12 towns with an estimated population of 1,416 
thoueande- The total number of towns s 24 and their 
population is 2,623 thousands. Thus 50% of tho total 
number of towns representing 54% of tho total popula- 
tion is covored. The number of births and deaths roeorded 
in these towns were 926 and 529 representing birth and 
death rates of 34*0 and 19-4 per thousand of the popula- 
tion respectively. No town recorded a high death rate of 
50 or over per thousand of the population.
